A PEEP AT GIBRALTAR, 

‘A sketch is given of the fortress by G. F. 
A, in the Colonies, He observes that even 
the perpendicular front of that portion of 
Gibraltar that faces Spain, and frowns upon 
it with a sheer precipice of 1500 feet, is all 
honey-combed ‘with interior galleries and 
chambers, from the orifloes of:whioh the 
bristling cannon of Great Britain look forth 
and defy the world, 

This atest took, rising like a vast sen- 
tinel on the Spanish side of the Straits, was 
the Calpe of the ancients, ard constituted, 
with the opposite Abyla, or Apes’ Hill, in 
Africa, the boundary of the then known 
world. It is no doubt tho strongest natural 
fortress in the world, and human ingenuit 
has formed stupendous works to render it 
impregnable, with galleries hewn out of the 
eolid rook at'2n. enormous outlay of time 
and money. Passages run for miles through 
tho interior'of the rook, conneoting it at all 
faints, Tho most marvellous of thes are 
the Queen’s Gallery and St. George’s- Hall, 
Even at the period when Gibraltar belonged 
to Spain it was strongly fortified,. but its 

reateat worke' date from .the time of the 
‘treaty of Utrecht, in 1713, when it fell into 
the hands of the British. There are in. a 


over 1800. guns mounted on the various 


fortifications, . To even the most ordinary 
observer..the defences of Gibraltar appear 
astonishing; from the water's edge to ite 
peaked and serrated suramit. it is covered 
with walls and bastions; escarpments, and 
all sorts of grim-looking works,’ The north 
front, facing’ the Neutral Ground, or El 
Istmo, which separates it from Spain, pre- 
sents ¢ vast: mdicular face of white 
rock; and stud Bg this awful front are 
numbérlesd port-holes, opening from the 
interior galleries, out of each of which a 
grim cannon peeps down, looking as though 
it were going to fire at you, In fact, the 
very streets of the town have most unmis- 
fakably warlike. names; I noticed Bomb- 
street and Fort-street and ‘Horsebarrack- 
lane, with soldiers, and sentinels at every 
turn, , 

Landing at the Mole, I auddenly found 
myself in the damp, greaay, narrow streeta 
of Gibraltar market, as they presented 
themselves at 7 o'clock on an autumnal 
morning. I was hemmed in by a motley 
throng of strange-looking. people, for the 
market waa in full fling at this early hour. 
Numberleas men and boys-were runnin ce 
and out with baskets, or-shouting their 
various wares ; majestio-looking picturesque 
Moors from the opposite African towns of 
Ceuta and Tetuan calmly solicited me to 
purchase their cooks and hens, which thoy 
Fl aes for sale in oylindrioal wioker-cages; 
and, failing in these, tempted. mo with pretty 
Barbary -baskets made of grass and inter- 
laced with strips of variously coloured wool, 
On all sides wore piled up huge stacks of 
melons, grapes, Panilns, pomegranates, 
and oranges (for the fruit season was now at 
its height, the supply coming from bo! 
iietad§ and Spain); an overwhelming per- 
fume of garlio pervaded the whole market, 
end beggar-boys of veritable Murillo typo

this spot are the celebrated caverns of 
Bt.’ “Michael, Here we dismounted, and 
explored one of the caves that yawned 
with ita great black mouth between rugged 
masses of rook like the portals of some 
infornolabode. Half-a-dozen young urobins, 
of the absolute. Murillo type, wore, awaiting 
our arrival with torches, and by their light 
wo penetrated into a second chamber, hun, 
with festoons of limestone deposit, and 
arched over by a high vaulted roof of milky- 
white stalactites. ‘The effeot was fine, and 
myriads of bats fluttered and shrieked above 
us, disturbed from their slumbers by the 
sudden appearance of the torches. A narrow 
passage inclines downwards. at the end of 
thia seoond chamber; and a grim story is 
told of two young drammera, who, led by 
curiosity, ventured down this passage and 
never returned again, a horrid uncertainty 
hanging over their fate. The inhabitants 
have a legend that it is through this cavern 
the apes that may be seen on the Rook 
during fine weather make their passage 
from’ Barbary; however this may be, 
Gibraltar is tho only’ point in Europe 
where apes ocour; whilst on the opposite 
-Sierra on the African side they abound. On 
our descent we saw several of them basking 
in the sun in a spot sheltered from ‘tho cast 
wind beneath a cluster of palmelo trees, 
Passing along the rough stonepaved, atreets 
of the town in ao state of dust aplendour; 
we passed out through the fortifications, 
crossing the draw-bridge, and galloping 
aoross the flat, sandy isthmus of the Neutt: 
Ground (whioh is e mile and a-half long b 
threesqnarters of. a mile wide), we dashe 
through the Spanish lines and found ours 
selves in Upper Andalusia, “In passing, 1 
would remark thet tho whole of ibraltér, 
with its population of over 16,000 English, 
Spanish (Rook Scorpions), Italians, Moors, 
‘urks, Greeks, Jews, and Infidels, is sup- 
plied with an abpndance of pure ‘water by 
means of artesian wells bored in the sand of 
the Neutral Ground, Formerly the fortress 
was entirely dependent on tanks supplied by 
‘rain water. We passed gardens 
b parched -grassy 
hills, and Jarkepurs were in blossom along 
tho firm beach, where, upon the sand-hills 
skirting the bay, grew plenty of white lilies 
of astonishing tragrance. At San Roque we

We had now no 
time to lose. We galloped back to Gibral- 
tar at a tremendous pace with our vigorous 
horses, fearing wo eg be too late for the 
steamer.

It ina great thing to be a born poet, law- 
yer, merohant, musician and-finanoler ; but 
training has done as much ‘as uatare.to 
make men gregt in the vartous avocations 
of life. All. who sre familiar .with the 
biographies of great mon and great women 
know perfectly. well that unless Nature has 
bean largely. aided and supplemented by 
diligent training, their names might have 
remained forever unknown.. Training may 
begin with the firat dey of a child’s life. 
It is certain to continue in one form or 
another to the last, and doubtless ‘ceases 
not then, for life hore and hereafter {s but 
eachool, and we aro advanced, as we aré 
prepared, from.one class to a higher class, 
Obedionce to law is tho firat lesson a child 
should learn, Is it not also the last ? 

We call it the forming of right habits in

It is surprising what mero training will 
do in developing talent in children. There 
ara those who have no aptitude for musio 
but persistent cultivation of the volce 
the ear does often make very passable ma- 
sicians of those who seomingly -had no 
talent in that direction, ‘The same is true 
of drawing and painting. No child in the 
Boston schools is excused from drawing 
because he bas no- liking for the task. Of 
course if one loves music, or mathematics, 
or geography, :he will make easy and rapid 
advancement in those studies, but the faot 
that he does not like them constitutes no 
reason why he should not become more or 
less proficient in them, 

There is-no training’ that can take the 
place of a good home training. Those boys 
and girls who are #0 fortunate as to have 
fathers and mothers ‘capable: of instructing 
them In. the performance of ‘whatever 
duties, and the acquisition of whatever 
accomplishments make’ home a place to. be 
longed. for and enjoyed, . are ‘indeed 


.| fortunate. Their equipment: for lifd is 


complete. é 
Self-made men,” soscalled, subject 
themselves to the severest training: and 
discipline, and do not avail themselves of

The Post Office is not, by law, responsible 
for any loss or inconvenience which may 
arise from the. non-delivery, mis-sending, 
or mis-delivery of any letter, book, or other 
postal packet (avert if the packet be re- 
gistered) ; nor is the Post Office reaponsible 
for any injury which a packet may eustain 
during its transmission, 

To guard’ against such injury all postal 
packets which are likely to suffer from 
stamping or from great pressure should be 
placed in strong covers ; and even with this 
precaution no fragile article should be sent. 
through the Post. It should be remembered 
that every packet, has to he. handled several 
timies; that it is exposed to considerable 
pressure and friction in the mail bag; and 
that, whenever the bag bas in the course of 
its transmission to be transferred by means 
of the railway apparatan, the risk of injury 
is much inorense . 

No information can be given respecting 
letters which pass through a Post Office 
except. to the persons to whom they are 
addressed sand in no other way is official 
{nformation of a private character allowed 
to be made public, A- Postmaster may, 
however, give an address if he has no reason 
to believe that the person whose addross it 
1s would disapprove of his doing so. 

Postmasters are not allowed to return any 
lotter or other packet to the writer or nender, 
or to any one else, or to delay forwarding 
{t to its destination according to the address, 
even though a request to auch effect be 
written thereon. ; 

Postmaaters are not bound to give change, 
nor are they authorised to demand change ;
